Because the nntrttiou§ part of 

potiitoi's i.s c'oini)()S('(l laI•^;^■ly oC 
Mtiireh too lar^i' n i|iiaiitity is not 
used well- ill a wi ll plaiiued dii't- 
ary^for too uiucli starch makea all 
kinds of digeative troubles. How- 
ever, eomhiiied with wheat flour 
and other inf^redit'iitN, potAtoex 
add energy producing eleiuenlH to 
any diet. Just now when Hour 
and bread are eostly this is im- 
portant, lor the price ol" potatoes 
is in the ruuub of every purse. 

Th(> Swedish method of making; 
potato fiour was recently coutri- 
huted by Mrs. C. O. Barnard to 
the IJural .Vew Voi'ker. She.savH: 
"riie potatoes arc pared, eooked 
and .s(iueH«ed through a sieve, or 
:i lard press onto a platter where 
they lie loosely, allowing air to 
circnlate tlnou<rh and around 
tlieni. They are then dried in an 
evaporator or an oven. 

"Country Woman" sends an- 
other recipe for the same product, 
hut more coniplicited : "Th 
raw peeled potatoes are grated 
and then pressed through a siev 
and placed in eloan wooden tubs 
and covered with water. When, 
iifter several hours, the pulp set- 
tles the water is di^rk eolored 
and is poured off and renewed iiii 
til it reiiiMins clear. Then th< 
pulp must he drained and hroken 
into hits and dried, when it i.s to 
i>e broken, rolled and sifted. Some 
of the Tumps will be like grains of 
I'orn. some look like rice and soau 
as line as pin heads. Kaeh si/( 
is to l»e put into a ha« l>y itself. 

"It is cooked iu all sorts of 
ways; used for thickening stews 
or as eorn stareli in frravies and 
the like, made into porridge and 
tor hakiuK with other Hours." 

The Deparliufut of Agriculture 
has been experimenting with po- 
tato fh'ur and s.iys it nwiy be add- 
ed to wheat llour in proportions 
of twenty-live to til'ty per eeiit, 
but that when more than thirty 
per cent of potato flour is added 
the lo:ives Income dark iu flvlor 
aiid coarse ui ttxture. 

.Xuu'riean housewives have al- 
ways addeti boiled potatoes to 
bread sponge and found tlie 
hread corresptuidinKl.V wholr>;oiiic. 
lint it is not usual to add any 
I'onsiderable quantity of the vege- 
table. . 

Potato flour has been importt d 
Tor many \ l iirs and this xceiiis 
ahsuid when we rememlter tliat 
ciich year we have thmisands of 
bushels remaining iu storage. 
Perhaps the efforts of the Rural 
New Yorker to interest the pub- 
lic in a more general use of po- 
tatoes w ill open up a new industry 
that will lower our cost of living. 

Certainly i>ul up in packa^'es, 
'iiad> to use" in potato diim|t- 
lin^'s, or as a cereal with hot 
cream and .seasoning such 
ilakcs ■ would find a ready sale 
if tlie plice was kept as low as il 

luiu'lit l>c. 

In the meantime you will tind 
lliat wheat tlour is made more nu- 
tritious by following the sugges- 
tions of the correspondents above.

ITS pRoaaass. 

AVasliington, May 22.— How 
mucli t ha strength of Bulgaria, 
whose steady progress during the 
'last forty years. o|! troubled exist- 
ence has compelled the fldmiratioii 
of (Wilookin^ niitiiins. is owiiiir to 
thiti nation °.s slui'dy woiiiauliood, 
it explained tor tiie National 
Qeographical Society by Hester 
Donaldson Jenkins, nn American 
educator in tlir Balkans, in a 
onograph upon "Bnl^'aria and 
^ts Women." Contrasting tiif 
[ulgarian girls witli the other 
is of the UalkaiiR, Miss Jenkins 
s: 

^ 'Amon^ the oriental girls with 
''whom I hyed hi my niiie years' 
residence in tlic Sv-.tv Kasf, none 
interesteil me more than the Bid- 
garians. They are perhaps the 
least oriental of the eight or morr 
nationalities to be found 'in thr 
Constant inoplt' ('olieire, of whieii 
I waH a prolfssdi'. Tliey are laii'ei' 
and brighter in eolorin^ than the 
Armenians, Ureeks or Tersiaus, 
rather taller and larger on an av- 
erage, and have far niorr enerjry 
' and IcHH languor than the Tni U.'' 
The Bulgarian girls, the writer 
continues. distin^uiHhed them- 
selves from I he others hy a cer- 
tain wlioiesuiili'. owl iif-door (|Ual 
ity, a sanity which mjirked tlieni 
tiarpfy from the fanciful, senti 
mtsntal and wealjci- iifi'ved piris 
of some of tile otln-r nationalities. 
Their greater stiirdiness was some- 
times exprciwud boisterously, and. 
Miss Jenkins found, the Bulgarian 
hoydi'n was mueh inon- cmninon 
than the Turkish iioyilen. Uf the 
Bulgar girl's physieal loveliiieHH. 
■be says: 

"Bulgarian tjiils inelirn' to 
roundness of conlonr ami li«nre, 
many of them having round. Iiill 
face, ripe, rosy mouths anil dim- 
])l( s. Tliis cfTeet is heighten<'d l<\ 
the fashion of wearing the hair 
in l)riii<ls wmnul aliont the head. 
One sees plenty of dark hair in 
Bulgaria, but one also looks with 
pleasure on warm Itrown tinis, 
chestnut tresses and o<'i-asionaily 
aubinii heads. One of the nn).st 
beautiful girls 1 ever saw was a 
Bulgarian, with a glorious mass 
of coiiper colored waves, a clear 
pale skin. Iiantlsouu'ly set gray 
eyes, a delicate mouth and small 
white teeth and the height and 
carriage of a princess. 

•'The liiij;ht die. lis that so 
many of tiie Bulgarians have are 
a pleasant change from the dark 
or pale skins of the Armenians 
and Oreeks. Their eyes are gen- 
erally less larjie and laiij:iiorous 
than oriental eyes, looking you 
fquarely in the face, with nu)rf 

franknesK and less seduction." 

Miss Jenkins ii'wvs the follow- 
ing melodious samples of the 
names of her Bulgarian pupils: 
Nadesda, Nadclka, Zarafiinka, 
Bla'.,'oya. Vessi'itni, (ioonka, Zdra- 
vka. The last names all end in 
"otf" for the men and "ova" for 
the women, meaning son of - or 
daughter of. Thus Magthalena 
Petrova is Magdalen, daughter of 
Peter; while Stoiko I'etroff is 
Stoiko, son of Peter. ^However, 
now Last names are coming to re- 
main permanent in a family. 

Bulgarian ^'il•ls an- liri^'ht dres- 
sers. The village holiday lirings 
- eat a wonde/ful array <>f Kuud.\ 
costumes, straight and awkward 
in line, but brilliant in color and 
decoration, the writer tells. The' 
women's l>ig waists are

with cream or good 
milk, supplies the food 
elements in excellent 
pro^oil^n^orJbKyuid^ 



emphasieedtby huge silver buck- 
les. Wlicti, however, n girl is 
young and pretty, hei- ahundant 
curly hair, into which is l)raide(l 
bright threads or ribbons, with 
often a flower in her ear, her 
lii i'rlit color heightened hy the guy 
emhroideries. and her slender fig- 
ure, whiOh the straight lU'ss of her 
droM ean not spoil, make her an 
attractive riaion. The pleamres 
of iIh girla, Min Jencina de 
scribes: 

"A girl in a Bulgarian village 

is not without her aniusenn'nts. 
As in the Bihle times all the water 
for a village must lie drawn from 
one or two wells or springs, and 
these watering places or fountaius 
are the scencH of much .sociability. 
Hither come all the youths and 
maideivs of the village to loiter. 
There is coquetting and cuorting 
about thefonnt'ain and home gatli- 
erings in the evening. Marriages 
spring fr- lU jnumai attraction 
and ch'iice, rather than the ar- 
rangenrent of families, as do the 
Armerian and Turkish alliances. 

"Tliere are husking hees and 
ipiilt.'ug bees whore the young peo- 
ple meet, but the most popular 
toiMi of entertainment is the «e- 
daiika. Here a.s.semhle the young 
III. 11 and womep of the villag.- and 
adjoining farms, grouped about an 
open Are, singing solos and chor- 
uses. The Bulgarian folk dances 
are danced in a row or circle, the 
leader generally waving a bright 
handkerchief and twisting about 
his line of followers, like a mild 
game of 'snap the wliip.' It sug- 
gests health and ahouiiilin^ sjiirits 
anti good fellowship, witlioul the 
sensuality that so often murks the 
oriental dance. 

" Oci'a.sionalls the sedanka ends 
in u dramatic fashion. Some 
lirawney fellow who has been 
ciMirting bis Darka assiduously 
will seize here in his arms ami 
earr.v lu'r to his home. The next 
day this 'marriage hy capture" is 
given legal and religious sane 
tion hy the blessing of the ortho 
dox priest. I once asked Zara 
finka what wtnihl hapjien if two 
men wanted the same girl. She 
replied simply: 'The stronger 
would gi't her. ' " 

The Bulgarian girls are liriglit 
and make eager use of education- 
al advantages. Miss Jenkins says. 
The college-traitu'd Bulgar nniid- 
ens became \eiitalile centers of 
progress in the towns and villages 
throughout their country, instill- 
ing the hunger for knowledge that 
iu turn is to lead Bulgaria to a 
great future.
